And with good reason 
they distrust him. He himself is aware 
of this, and until he is lost to all self- 
respect, ne it ashamed of las practice; 
» U J usually aeclu to gratify himself iu a 
a )y or private manner. 

But we have said that the benefits ar^ 
gj*o reflective, radiant, diffneiv*. And this 
j« an inexhaustible theme. The principle 
of imitation, rf curiosity, and of the de¬ 
sire of regard, is deeply and early incor¬ 
porated into the human mind. Baaed 
upou these priuoiplea every person is con¬ 
tinually exercising an influence, more or 
less important uud extensive, over his fel¬ 
lows for good or ill. Borne, it is true, act 
iu a larger sphere ; some leave a stronger 
and mote decided impress of their owu 
rniuds aud characters upon those around 
them ; but in every case it is decided, and 
so mo times tremendous. 

There is another principle of mind that 
sdds s hundredfold to the importance of 
each individual act. It is. Ol d imp, euton* 
u»cr made upon the mind are indelible—never 
eradicated.
